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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  suipassed  the  record  year  of  1963  in 
both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  successive  year,  we  experi- 
enced a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten  inches  and  the  compound- 
ing of  such  drought  conditions,  together  with  the  many  days  of  strong 
dry  winds,  chaiacterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous  years  in 
the  past  half  century.  Although  our  fire  seaason  was  three  weeks 
longer  than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight 
increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area  burned 
dropped  from  2,280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964.  Early  detec- 
tion and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire  disasters  from  becom- 
ing reahty.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  com- 
munity who  responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state 
is  now  86  per  cent  wooded  and  its  economy  —  both  industrial  and 
recreational  —  is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource.  The  re- 
sponsibility for  adequate  fire  protection  of  this  great  area— 4,350,000 
acres  —  is  everyone's  responsibility  and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most 
efiFective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must  burn,  ob- 
tain a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches  from 
young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangei-s  of  lighting  matches  and 
making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are  chargeable 
to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  escape;  (2)  children  play- 
ing with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that 
all  such  fires  endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  co-operation  during  the 
past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  co-operation  we  are  confi- 
dent that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in  1965.

Report  of  School  Superintendent 

This  year,  Bardett  has  more  students  enrolled  at  Kennett  High  School 
than  any  other  sending  school  district.  Eighty  students  is  a  high  of  Bartlett, 
and  this  number  will  probably  decrease  in  the  next  few  years.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  Bartlett's  children  stay  in  high  school  imtil  graduation.  The 
drop-out  rate  is  almost  negligible. 

Bartlett  has  an  excellent  school  plant,  and  it  is  well  equipped.  How- 
ever, the  excellence  of  a  school  program  is  determined  by  its  teachers,  and 
Bartlett  has  an  excellent  elementary  school  staff.  This  program  could  only 
be  improved  if  we  could  some  day  have  one  teacher  per  grade,  but  unless 
Jackson  votes  to  send  its  children  to  Bartlett,  this  probably  will  not  happen 
for  some  time. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Bartlett  School  Board  for 
their  assistance  in  the  administration  of  school  affairs.  It  has  been  a  real 
pleasure  working  with  Jean  Garland,  Myrtle  Taylor,  and  Burton  Patch. 
One  couldn't  find  a  more  sincere,  dedicated,  hard-working  committee  than 
the  Bartlett  School  Board.
